Constitution 

(As  Amended  June  lo,  1904) 
ARTICLE  I.     - 

OBJECT,  NAME  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 

I.  This  society  incorporated  for  social,  intellectual 
and  recreative  purposes,  is  named  "The  University 
Cottage  Club  of  Princeton,  New  Jersey,"  and  shall 
consist  of  five  classes  of  members  as  defined  by  Article 
VI. 

ARTICLE  II. 

officers  and  their  duties. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Governors,  a  President,  a  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Financial  Secretary,  and  an  Assistant 
Treasurer. 

2.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  shall 
be  a  graduate  member  and  be  elected  by  the  Board 
from  among  its  members.  He  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Club,  and  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  the  Board  of  Governors  may 
assign  to  him. 

3.  The  President  shall  be  an  Active  member  and 
be  elected  by  the  Active  members  from  their  Junior 
Section.  He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Ac- 
tive members,  and  with  the  Secretary  sign  all  written 
contracts  and  obligations  of  the  Club,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  Board  of  Governors  or  the  Active 
members  may  assign  to  him. 
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4.  The  Secretary  shall  be  a  Graduate  or  Associ- 
ate member  and  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Governors 
from  among  its  members.  He  shall  give  notice  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
and  keep  minutes  of  all  such  meetings.  He  shall  con- 
duct the  correspondence  of  the  Club  and  of  the  Board 
of  Governors,  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  members,  and  furnish  to  the  Treasurer 
information  as  to  all  changes  affecting  the  membership 
of  the  Club.  With  the  President  he  shall  sign  all  con- 
tracts and  obligations  of  the  Club,  and  shall  be  custo- 
dian of  its  seal. 

5.  T^he  Treasurer  shall  be  a  Graduate  or  Associate 
member  and  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Governors  from 
among  its  members.  He  shall  collect  all  entrance  fees 
and  all  dues  of  graduate,  Associate  and  Inactive  mem- 
bers, keep  the  accounts  of  the  Club  and  report  thereon 
at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
and  at  other  times  upon  request.  He  shall  have  custody 
of  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the  Club,  except  such 
as  shall  be  left  in  charge  of  the  Assistant  Treasurer 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  6  of  this  Article.  He 
shall  notify  all  persons  elected  to  Honorary  and  Asso- 
ciate membership  of  their  election,  and  have  supervision 
over  the  Financial  Secretary  and  Assistant  Treasurer 
and  audit  their  books  and  accounts. 

6.  The  Financial  Secretary  shall  be  an  Active 
member  and  be  elected  by  the  Active  members  from 
their  Junior  Section.  He  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the 
Active  members  and  keep  minutes  thereof,  and  shall 
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keep  all  accounts  of  the  operations  of  the  Club,  and 
collect  and  have  custody  of  all  dues  of  Active  members 
and  all  moneys  received  in  payment  of  house  accounts, 
and  make  all  disbursements  incident  to  the  current 
operation  of  the  Club  under  direc-tion  of  the  House 
Committee.  He  shall  notify  all  persons  elected  to 
Active  membership  of  their  election. 

7.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  an  Active 
member  and  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  Finan- 
cial Secretary  from  the  Junior  Section,  such  appoint- 
ment to  be  made  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in 
October  in  each  year.  He  shall  make  out  and  forward 
the  bills  of  all  members  for  house  charges,  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  Financial  Secretary  assist  in  keep- 
ing books  and  accounts  of  the  current  operations  of  the 
Club. 

ARTICLE  III. 

BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS. 

I.  All  affairs  and  property  of  the  Club  shall  be 
managed  by  a  committee  of  seventeen  Governors  to 
consist  of  the  President  and  Financial  Secretary,  ex- 
officio,  and  fifteen  Graduate  or  Associate  members,  of 
whom  at  least  ten  shall  be  Graduate  members.  The 
Graduate  and  Associate  members  of  the  Board  shall  be 
divided  into  three  classes  of  five  members  each,  one 
class  to  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club 
to  replace  an  outgoing  class  and  to  take  office  immedi- 
ately. The  Governors,  except  the  President  and  Finan- 
cial Secretary,  shall  hold  office  for  three  years  and 
until  the  third  Annual  Meeting  after  their  election. 
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2.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  at  its  first  regu- 
lar meeting  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club,  in 
each  year,  elect  from  its  own  body  a  Chairman,  a  Sec- 
retary and  a  Treasurer  who  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualify. 

3.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  hold  four  regu- 
lar meetings  in  each  calendar  year,  on  dates  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Chairman,  provided  that  a  regular  meeting 
shall  be  held  at  the  Club  House  on  the  day  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club  at  an  hour  prior  to  the 
Annual  Meeting,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Chairman.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  Chairman  at 
any  time  upon  tliree  days'  notice  and  shall  be  called  by 
the  Secretary  upon  the  written  request  of  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.  Five  members  present  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

4.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  fill  any  vacancy 
in  its  body  by  election  of  a  Graduate  or  Associate  mem- 
ber to  hold  office  until  the  next  ensuing  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Club. 

5.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  at  each  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Club  submit  a  written  or  printed  report 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Club. 

6.  The  interpretation  of  the  Constitution  shall  rest 
in  the  Board  of  Governors  and  its  decisions  thereon 
shall  be  final. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
HOUSE  committe;^. 
I.    The  Executive  management  of  the  Club  House 
shall  be  vested  in  a  House  Committee  of  five  members 
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which  shall  act  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  and  have  supervision  over  the  Club 
House,  grounds  and  servants,  the  rates  of  purchase 
and  sale  of  supplies  and  shall  generally  attend  to  the 
interior  management  of   the   Club.  ' 

2.  The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Financial  Secretary,  the  Assistant  Treasurer,  ,two  Ac- 
tive members  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  and  one 
Graduate  or  Associate  member  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board;  such  appointments  to  be  made 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  October  in  each  year. 

3.  The  House  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once 
in  each  month  except  during  July  and  August.  It  shall 
elect  from  its  body  a  Chairman,  who  shall  assign  to  the 
various  members  their  special  duties  and  who  shall  ex- 
officio  have  the  right  to  be  present  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Governors,  but  without  the  privilege  of 
voting  thereat  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  ex- 
officio  Secretary  of  the  House  Committee  and  keep 
minutes  of  its  meetings  in  permanent  form  and  submit 
the  same  to  the  Board  of  Governors  at  each  regular 
meeting. 

4.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
make  and  enforce  all  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  members  and  management  of  the  Club 
as  it  shall  deem  necessary,  such  regulations  to  be  known 
as  "House  Rules,"  provided  that  no  House  Rule  so 
made  shall  become  effective  until  it  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  and  approved  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Governors. 
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ARTICLE  V. 
mee;tings. 

1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held 
at  the  Club  House  in  the  month  of  June  in  each  year  on 
the  afternoon  or  evening  of  Friday  next  preceding  the 
day  set  for  "Commencement  Day"  of  Princeton  Uni- 
versity. At  each  Annual  Meeting  five  Graduate  or 
Associate  members  shall  be  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Governors  to  succeed  Governors  whose  terms  of  office 
have  expired  and  any  vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be 
filled  for  their  unexpired  terms  in  like  manner. 

2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Club  may  be  called  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  shall  be  called  by  the 
Secretary  upon  the  written  request  of  any  twenty-five 
members. 

3.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Club  twenty-five  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  a  majority  vote 
of  those  present  shall  be  necessary  to  any  action,  pro- 
vided that  this  Constitution  shall  in  no  event  be 
amended  except  upon  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  Article  XIV.  hereof. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  mail  to  every  member  a 
notice  of  each  Annual  or  Special  meeting  of  the  Club 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  date  set  for  such  meeting. 

5.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Active  members 
of  the  Club  shall  be  held  at  the  Club  House  during 
the  first  two  weeks  in  May  in  each  year  at  a  date  to  be 
set  by  the  President.  At  such  meeting  the  Active 
members  shall  elect  from  their  Junior  Section,  a  Presi- 
dent and  a  Financial  Secretary,  to  take  office  from  and 
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after  the  next  ensuing  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club 
and  to  hold  the  same  for  one  year  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualify,  the  officers  thus  elected 
shall,  however,  assist  the  then  President  and  Financial 
Secretary  in  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties 
during  the  balance  of  the  terms  of  office  of  the  latter. 

6.  Special  meetings  of  the  Active  members  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  and  shall  be  called  by  the 
Financial  Secretary  upon  the  written  request  of  nine 
Active  members. 

7.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Active  members  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  entire  Active  membership  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  and  a  majority  vote  of  those  present 
be  necessary  to  any  action. 

8.  Personal  or  written  notice  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Active  members  shall  be  given  by  the  President 
or  Financial  Secretary  to  each  Active  member  at  least 
three   days   before  the  date   set   for   such  meeting. 

9.  A  notice  stating  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of 
each  meeting  of  the  Club  or  Active  membership,  shall 
be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  Club  House  at 
least  three  days  before  the  date  set  for  any  such  meet- 
ing. 

ID.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  of  any  officer 
charged  with  the  duty  of  presiding  over  or  acting  as 
Secretary  of  any  meeting,  such  meeting  shall,  upon 
organization,  elect  from  those  present  a  member  to 
take  the  place  of  such  absentee. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

MEMBERS. 

1.  The  members  of  the  Club  shall  be  divided  into 
five  classes,  viz.,  Honorary,  Associate,  Graduate,  Active 
and  Inactive  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  meetings  of  the  Club. 

2.  Members  of  the  Faculty  of  Princeton  Univer- 
sity, whether  graduates  of  such  University  or  not,  and 
any  distinguished  gentlemen  who  have  not  been  Resi- 
dent members  of  Princeton  University,  shall  be  eligible 
to  election  as  Honorary  members. 

3.  Any  person  who  has  been  a  Resident  member 
of  Princeton  University  and  whose  class  has  been 
graduated  from  such  University,  shall  be  eligible  to 
election  as  an  Associate  member. 

4.  Any  person  who  has  been  an  Active  member 
shall,  upon  the  graduation  of  his  class  from  Princeton 
University,  become  a  Graduate  member  unless  he  shall 
continue  a  Resident  member  of  Princeton  University, 
in  which  case  he  may  remain  an  Active  member  upon 
designating  his  desire  so  to  do  to  the  Secretary. 

5.  Any  regular  or  special  member  of  the  Sopho- 
more, Junior  and  Senior  Classes  of  Princeton  Univer- 
sity in  good  standing,  shall  be  eligible  to  election  as 
an  Active  member,  provided  that  the  active  member- 
ship be  limited  to  not  less  than  fourteen  nor  more 
than  eighteen  from  any  one  Junior  class,  and  not  less 
than  fourteen  nor  more  than  eighteen  from  any  one 
Senior  class  and  such  members  of  graduated  classes  as 
shall   have   designated    their   desire   to    remain   Active 
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members  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of 
this  Article.  The  Active  members  other  than  such  as 
are  members  of  graduated  classes  shall  be  divided  into 
two  sections  to  be  known  as  the  Senior  and  Junior 
Sections;  the  Senior  Section  shall  consist  of  all  Active 
members  in  the  Senior  Class  and  the  Junior  Section  of 
all  Active  members  in  the  Junior  Class  of  Princeton 
University, 

6.  Any  member  of  Princeton  University,  elected 
an  Active  member,  and  who  shall  have  qualified  as 
such  but  who  shall  have  left  Princeton  University 
prior  to  the  graduation  of  his  class,  shall  upon  sever- 
ing his  connection  with  the  University,  become  an  In- 
active member. 

7.  The  term  "Resident  member  of  Princeton  Uni- 
versity" as  used  in  this  Article  shall  embrace  every 
person  who  shall  have  been  matriculated  in  said  Uni- 
versity or  its  predecessor  The  College  of  New  Jersey, 
as  a  regular  or  special  undergraduate  or  graduate 
student. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ELECTION   OF    MEMBERS. 

1.  Honorary  members  shall  be  proposed  and  sec- 
onded in  writing  by  Graduate  or  Associate  members 
and  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  proposed  and  sec- 
onded in  writine  by  Graduate  or  Associate  members 
and  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  If  any 
candidate  for  associate  membership  shall  have  been  a 
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member  of  the  Class  of  1888  or  any  subsequent  class 
(except  the  Class  of  1889)  of  Princeton  University, 
the  Secretary  shall  mail  to  each  member  of  the  Club 
in  such  class  and  in  the  classes  graduated  one  year 
before  and  one  year  after  such  class  (unless  one  of 
them  shall  be  the  class  of  1889)  notice  of  such  candi- 
date's proposal  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  meeting 
at  which  such  candidate's  name  will  be  voted  upon. 
The  unanimous  vote  of  all  members  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  present  and  voting  at  the  meeting  shall  be 
required  to  elect  to  Associate  membership,  provided 
that  any  member  of  the  Board  unable  to  be  present  at 
such  meeting  may  through  another  member  of  the 
Board,  cast  a  written  ballot  in  such  election,  and  pro- 
vided further  that  if  any  three  members  of  the  Classes 
entitled  to  notice  of  any  candidate's  proposal  shall  in 
writing  addressed  to  the  Secretary  protest  against  the 
election  of  such  candidate  his  name  shall  not  be  consid- 
ered by  the  Board  unless  he  be  renominated  for  election 
at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

3.  Elections  of  Honorary  and  Associate  members 
shall  be  held  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  next 
preceding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club  in  each  year 
and  at  no  other  time,  and  the  Secretary  shall  mail  a 
notice  of  the  names  of  all  individuals  proposed  for 
Honorary  or  Associate  membership,  to  each  member 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  at  least  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  meeting  at  which  such  candidates  will  be  voted 
on,  and  shall  also  cause  to  be  posted  on  the  bulletin 
board  of  the  Club  the  names  of  all  persons  regularly 
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proposed  and  seconded  for  Honorary  or  Associate 
membership  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for 
such  meeting. 

4.  Active  members  shall  be  elected  from  the  Sen- 
ior, Junior  and  Sophomore  classes  of  Princeton  Univer- 
sity only.  All  elections  for  Active  membership  shall  be 
conducted  by  secret  ballot  at  meetings  of  the  Senior 
and  Junior  Sections  sitting  separately,  at  times  to  be 
designated  by  the  President,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided with  respect  to  certain  elections  from  the  Sopho- 
more Class.  If  a  candidate  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Senior  Class  of  Princeton  University  he  shall  receive 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Senior  Sec- 
tion and  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
Junior  Section  present  at  such  election,  and  if  a  member 
of  the  Junior  Class,  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  members 
of  the  Junior  Section  and  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  Senior  Section  present  at  such  election ; 
the  election  of  any  candidate  from  the  Junior  or  Senior 
Classes  to  take  effect  immediately  upon  acceptance 
thereof  by  such  candidate.  In  the  election  of  candidates 
from  the  Sophomore  Class  of  Princeton  University, 
each  candidate,  until  eight  shall  have  been  elected  and 
have  accepted  their  election,  shall  be  voted  for  individ- 
ually and  each  to  be  elected  shall  receive  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  members  of  the  Junior  Section  and  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Senior  Section 
present  at  such  election.  The  eight  candidates  thus 
elected,  after  notification  and  acceptance  of  their  elec- 
tion shall,  by  unanimous  vote,  elect  not  more  than  ten 
additional  members  from  their  own  Class,  and  certify 
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the  names  of  the  persons  thus  elected  to  the  Junior 
Section  which  Section,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present,  shall  have  the  right  to  ratify  or 
revoke  the  election  of  any  such  candidate.  The  election 
of  candidates  from  the  Sophomore  Class  of  Princeton 
University  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Club  next  ensuing  upon  their  election; 
should  any  candidate  so  elected,  however,  drop  into  a 
lower  Class  in  Princeton  University  and  continue  a 
student  thereat,  his  election  shall  thereupon  become 
void.  For  the  purpose  of  election  to  Active  member- 
ship two-thirds  of  the  total  membership  of  each  Sec- 
tion, and  in  the  case  of  elections  from  the  Sophomore 
Class  by  the  eight  members  thereof  first  chosen,  all 
such  eight  members,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

KNTRANCK   F5)^  AND  DUKS. 

1.  All  Associate  members  and  all  Activje  members 
elected  from  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  of  Princeton 
University  shall,  within  one  month  after  notification 
of  their  election,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  an  entrance  fee 
of  $50;  all  Active  members  elected  from  the  Sopho- 
more Class  of  Princeton  University,  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  an  entrance  fee  of  $50,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  October  next  ensuing  after  their  election. 

2.  All  Active  members  of  the  Club  shall  pay 
weekly  dues  to  meet  the  expenses  of  operating  the  Club, 
in  such  amount  as  the  House  Committee  shall   from 
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time  to  time  fix,  provided  that  such  dues  shall  not  be 
fixed  at  more  than  eight  dollars  per  week,  except  with 
the  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  Active  members. 

3.  All  Associate,  Graduate  and  Inactive  members 
shall  pay  annual  dues  of  Five  Dollars,  provided  that 
any  Associate,  Graduate  or  Inactive  member  may  by 
pa\^ment  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Club  of  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty  Dollars  in  addition  to  the  entrance  fee  re- 
quired of  him  and  all  dues  and  charges  accrued  and 
owing  to  the  Club  at  the  time  of  such  payment,  be 
exempt  for  life  from  the  payment  of  any  further  annual 
dues.  Any  such  member  availing  himself  of  the  privi- 
leges granted  by  this  section  shall,  however,  in  all 
respects  other  than  the  matter  of  dues,  be  and  remain 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  and 
any  rules  made  in  pursuance  thereof  relating  to  the 
class  of  membership  to  which  he  shall  then  or  may 
thereafter  belong.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  require  the  payment  of  annual  dues  by 
any  member  who  may  have  been  exempted  therefrom 
by  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of 
Article  VII,  of  the  Club's  Constitution  as  the  same 
was   amended  in  June,   1895. 

4.  The  annual  dues  of  Associate,  Graduate  and 
Inactive  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the 
first  day  of  November  in  each  year.  At  least  ten  days 
prior  to  such  date  the  Secretary  shall  mail  to  each  of 
such  members  not  exempt  from  payment  of  dues  under 
Section  3  of  this  Article,  a  notice  thereof,  and  if 
the  same  are  not  paid  on  the  first  day  of  December 
following  a  second  notice  shall  be  sent  to  all  in  arrears. 
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If  any  member  shall  not  have  paid  his  annual  dues 
on  the  first  day  of  February  thereafter,  such  defaulting 
member  shall  be  suspended  from  all  privileges  of  the 
Club  until  his  dues  are  paid  and  his  name  be  posted 
on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  Club  House  and  a  third 
notice  be  sent  him.  On  the  first  day  of  April  in  each 
year  the  Treasurer  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors the  names  of  all  members  in  arrears  for  annual 
dues  and  the  Board  may  at  its  option  without  further 
notice  expel  any  such  member  from  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

SUSPENSION    AND    EXPULSION. 

I.  Any  member  may  be  suspended  or  expelled  for 
cause  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  one  month's  notice  in  writing 
having  been  given  to  such  member  with  information 
as  to  the  charges  preferred  against  him  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  thereon,  provided  that  in  cases  of 
suspension  or  expulsion  for  non-payment  of  dues  no 
notice  shall  be  required  beyond  that  prescribed  by  Sec- 
tion 4  of  Article  VIII.  hereof. 

ARTICLE   X. 

RKMOVAIv    OF    OFFICERS    AND    MEMBERS    OF    THE    BOARD    OF 
GOVERNORS    AND    HOUSE    COMMITTEE. 

I.  The  President,  Financial  Secretary  and  Assist- 
ant Treasurer  may  be  removed  from  their  respective 
offices  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Active  members 
of  the  Club  at  any  meeting  of  the  Active  membership. 
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2.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  the  Secretary  and 
the  Treasurer  may  be  removed  from  their  respective 
offices  by  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting 
of  such  Board. 

3.  Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  may 
be  removed  therefrom  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
whole  Board  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

4.  Any  member  of  the  House  Committee  may  be 
removed  therefrom  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
Active  members  of  the  Club  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Active  membership. 

5.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  any  officer  or  gov- 
ernor the  voting  shall  be  by  ballot  and  the  call  for  the 
meeting  at  which  such  vote  is  to  be  taken  shall  state 
the  removal  contemplated. 

ARTICLE  XL 

NOMINATING   COMMITTEE. 

I.  The  Board  of  Governors  at  its  regular  meeting 
next  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club  in  each 
year,  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  members,  not 
members  of  the  Board,  who  shall  nominate  a  ticket  of 
candidates  for  the  Board  of  Governors  to  be  voted  at 
the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

NOTICES. 

I.     Any  notice   required  by  this  Constitution  shall 
be  deemed  and  held  to  have  been  duly  given  when  de- 
posited in  the  United  States  mail  enclosed  in  a  post- 
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paid  sealed  envelope  addressed  to  the  last  known  post 
office  address  or  place  of  residence  of  the  member 
addressed  as  the  same  shall  appear  upon  the  record 
of  members  kept  by  the   Secretary. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 
club's  property. 

1.  No  property  of  the  Club,  real  or  personal,  shall 
be  mortgaged  or  pledged  except  upon  a  three-fourths 
vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
and  the  written  consent  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Club. 

2.  All  moneys  paid  to  the  Treasurer  in  lieu  of 
annual  dues  for  life  pursuant  to  Section  3  of  Article 
VIII.  hereof  shall  be  held  by  him  in  an  account  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  from  the  Club's  general  funds  and 
only  interest  accuring  thereon  or  income  derived  from 
investments  thereof,  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  3  of  this  Article  shall  be  used  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  Club. 

3.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  be  authorized  to 
set  apart  moneys  out  of  the  surplus  receipts  or  earnings 
of  the  Club  to  establish  a  fund  or  funds  for  the  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  the  Club's  property,  to 
accept  any  donations  of  money  or  other  property  and 
to  hold  the  same  upon  the  conditions  specified  by  the 
donors,  and  may  at  its  discretion  through  the  Treas- 
urer or  a  Committee  of  the  Board,  invest  all  such 
funds  in  securities  specified  by  the  laws  of  the  States 
of  New  York  or  New  Jersey  as  legal  investments  for 
Savings  Banks. 


CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE  XIV. 

AMlSNDMENTS. 

1.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  An- 
nual or  Special  meeting  of  the  Club  by  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  but  for  this  purpose 
seventy-five  members  shall  be  required  to  constitute  a 
quorum;  provided,  that  Section  i  of  Article  XIII.  shall 
in  no  event  be  amended  except  upon  a  three-fourths 
vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
the  written  consent  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  members 
of  the  Club,  in  addition  to  the  vote  hereinbefore  speci- 
fied. 

2.  Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Secretary  in  writing,  signed  by  at 
least  five  members,  and  the  Secretary  shall  mail  to 
each  member  of  the  Club  a  copy  threof  with  notice 
of  the  meeting  at  which  the  same  will  be  voted  upon  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  date  set  for  such  meeting. 
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1.  The  Club  House  will  be  open  for  the  use  of 
members  from  seven  o'clock  a.  m.  until  twelve  o'clock 
midnight  during  term  time  of  Princeton  University 
and  during  vacations  at  such  times  as  the  House  Com- 
mittee shall  specify. 

2.  The  billiard  room  will  be  closed  on  Sundays 
and  no  games  of  any  nature  allowed  in  the  Club  House 
on  that  day. 

3.  The  tariff  and  regulations  for  use  of  billiard 
and  pool  tables  and  tennis  courts,  the  prices  of  bed- 
rooms, meals,  extra  service  and  supplies,  will  be  fixed 
and  settled  by  the  House  Committee  and  a  schedule 
thereof  shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the 
Club  House. 

4.  No  betting  or  playing  of  any  kind  for  stakes 
is  allowed  in  the  Club, 

5.  The  use  of  wines,  malt  and  spirituous  liquors 
is  prohibited  in  the  Club  House,  provided  that  the 
House  Committee  may  suspend  the  application  of  this 
rule  to  any  Annual  Dinner  of  the  Club  and  to  any 
luncheon  or  dinner  served  in  a  private  dining  room  at 
which  no  active  member  is  present. 

6.  Glassware,  crockery  and  other  furniture  of  the 
Club  broken  or  injured  shall  be  replaced  by  any  mem- 
ber responsible  for  the  damage. 
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7.  The  Club  servants  are  forbidden  to  perform 
services  requiring  their  absence  from  the  Club  ETouse. 

8.  No  member  or  guest  shall  give  any  gratuity 
to  any  servant  of  the  Club. 

9.  No  dog  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Club  House. 

10.  The  wearing  of  hob-nailed  boots  in  the  Club 
House  is  prohibited. 

11.  No  member  shall  take  from  the  Club  House 
any  book,  periodical  or  newspaper  or  any  other  article 
owned  by  the  Club, 

12.  The  Library  shall  be  reserved  at  all  hours  for 
reading  purposes,  and  no  loud  conversation  or  disturb- 
ance of  any  kind  will  be  permitted  therein. 

13.  No  book,  periodical  or  filed  newspaper  shall 
be  removed  from  the  library. 

14.  Graduate,  Associate  and  Inactive  members 
shall  upon  visiting  the  Club  House  enter  their  names 
in  the  Club  Register. 

15.  No  member  of  the  Freshman  or  Sophomore 
Classes  of  Princeton  University  shall  be  admitte'd  to 
the  Club  House. 

16.  All  suggestions  and  complaints  relating  to  the 
interior  management  of  the  Club  shall  be  addressed  to 
the  House  Committee  in  writing. 

17.  The  privileges  of  the  Club  will,  at  the  request 
of  any  member,  be  extended  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
one  week,  to  any  gentleman  other  than  a  resident  mem- 
ber of  Princeton  University.    The  name  and  residence 
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of  each  visitor,  the  date  of  his  introduction  and  the 
name  of  the  member  introducing  him  shall  be  entered 
in  the  visitors'  book. 

i8.  No  member  shall  introduce  more  than  two 
guests  at  the  same  time  and  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
shall  not  be  extended  to  the  same  person  more  than 
twice  in  any  calendar  year  without  obtaining  leave 
from  the  House  Committee. 

19.  Members  introducing  guests  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  all  debts  incurred  by  them  to  the  Club,  and 
the  House  Committee,  may  at  its  discretion  withdraw 
the  privileges  of  any  guest. 

20.  The  use  of  bedrooms  is  restricted  to  members 
and  shall  in  no  event  be  extended  to  their  guests  except 
with  the  express  consent  of  the  House  Committee. 

21  House  accounts  of  Active  members  are  payable 
within  one  week  of  rendition,  and  if  not  fully  dis- 
charged within  that  time  25  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
remaining  unpaid  shall  be  added  and  the  names  of 
delinquents  with  the  amounts  due  the  Club  from  each 
shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  Club  House. 
Any  member  whose  account  remains  unpaid  at  the  ex- 
piration of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  rendering  the 
same,  shall  be  refused  further  credit,  and  his  delin- 
quency be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Governors  for  ac- 
tion under  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution. 

22.  House  accounts  of  Honorary,  Associate,  Grad- 
uate and  Inactive  members  are  payable  upon  leaving  the 
Club  House  or  within  one  week  after  date  of  rendition. 
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If  not  paid  within  that  time  a  second  notice  shall  be 
sent  to  each  delinquent  and  his  name  with  the  amount 
of  his  indebtedness  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  of 
the  Club.  Any  member  failing  to  settle  his  account 
within  two  weeks  after  the  date  of  mailing  such  second 
notice  shall  be  refused  further  credit  and  his  delin- 
quencj  be  forthwith  referred  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  action  under  Article  IX.  of  the  Constitution. 

23.  The  House  Committee  may  impose  fines  and 
penalties  for  the  infringement  of  any  of  these  House 
Rules  and  its  determination  in  that  regard  and  its 
interpretation  of  these  House  Rules  shall  be  final.
